ACT 4 OF 1968 


THE KERALA MUNICIPAL LAWS (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1988 
An Act to provide for the extension of the term of office of the Mayor, 

Deputy Mayor and other councillors and members and chairmon 
of standing committees of the Corporation of the City of Calicut 
and of the councillors of municipalities other than the Palui, 
Ernakulam , Mattancherry and Fort-Cochin Municipalities, and 
for the further postponement of the constitution of the Kasargod 
Municipal Council. 

Preamble . — WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the exten 
sion of the term of office of the Mayor , Deputy Mayor and other 
councillors and members and chairmen of standing committees of 
the Corporation of the City of Calicut and of the councillors of 
municipalities other than the Palai, Ernakulam , Mattancherry and 
Fort -Cochin Municipalities , and for the further postponement of the 
constitution of the Kasargod Municipal Council ; 

Be it enacted in the Nineteenth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called 
the Kerala Municipal Laws (Amendment ) Act, 1968 . 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 30th day 
of October, 1967. 
i 2. Extension of the term of office of the Mayor , Deputy Mayor , 
councillors, etc., of the Corporation of the City of Calicut. 
Notwithstanding anything contained in the Kerala Municipal Corpo 
rations Act, 1961 (30 of 1961), the term of office of the Mayor, the 
Deputy Mayor and other councillors and the members and chair 
men of standing committees of the Corporation of the City of Calicut 
constituted under the said Act, which expires on the 1st day of 
November , 1967, shall extend upto noon on the 1st day of May, 
1968 . 

3. Kerala Municipal Corporations Act to be modified tempora 
rily . The provisions of the Kerala Municipal Corporations Act, 1961 
(30 of 1961) , shall , in relation to the Corporation of the City of 
Calicut, have effect subject to the following modifications, namely : 

( a ) the Government shall cause elections to be held to the 
council so that the newly elected councillors may enter upon office 
on the 1st day of May, 1968 ; 

( b ) the term of office of the newly elected councillors shall, 
subject to the provisions of the Kerala Municipal Corporations Act, 
1961 ( 30 of 1961), expire at noon on the 1st day of November, 1972 ; 
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. 


( c ) the election of the Mayor and the Deputy Mayor shall 
be held at the first meeting of the council held after the 1st day of 
May , 1968 , and the election of the chairman of each standing com 
zoittee shall be held at the first meeting of such committee after the 
election of the Mayor ; 

(d ) no election of the Mayor or the Deputy Mayor or the 
chairman of a standing committee shall be held at the first meeting 
of the council or such committee, as the case may be, held after the 
1st day of November , 1968, as required by section 23 of the Kerala 
Municipal Corporations Act, 1981 ( 30 of 1961) . 

4. Extension of the term of office of municipal councillors. 
Notwithstanding anything contained in the Kerala Municipalities 
Act, 1960 ( 14 of 1951) , the term of office of the councillors of all 
municipalities constituted under the said Act, other than the Palai, 
Ernakulam , Mattancherry and Fort-Cochin Municipalities, which 
expires on the 31st day of October , 1967, shall extend upto noon 
on the 1st day of May, 1968. 

5 . Election and term of office of new councillors .-- The provisions 
of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1950 ( 14 of 1961) , shall, in relation 
to all the municipalities constituted under the said Act, other than 
the Palai, Ernakulam , Mattancherry , Fort - Cochin and Kasargod 
Municipalities , have effect subject to the following modifications, 
namely : 

(a ) the Government shall cause elections to every such 
municipality to be so held that the newly elected councillors may 
enter upon office on the 1st day of May, 1968 ; 

(b ) the term of office of the newly elected councillors shall 
expire at noon on the 1st day of November , 1972. 

6. Further postponement of the constitution of the Kasargod 
Municipal Council.- Notwithstanding anything contained in section 
412 or any other provision of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 
( 14 of 1961) , the Government may , by notification in the Gazette , 
for reasons to be stated in the notification , fix any day not later than 
the 1st day of May, 1968, to be the day on which the newly elected 
councillors of the Kasargod Municipality may come into office . 

7. Repeal and saving.- ( 1) The Kerala Municipal Laws (Amend 
ment) Ordinance , 1967 (7 of 1967) , is hereby repealed . 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action 
taken under the said Ordinance shall be deemed to have been done 
or taken under this Act.
